804 electoral votes. Needed to win are 266 electoral votes. 
The last Republican hope that Dewey mijrht nose out 
Truman in the electoral vote, even though he was trailing 
well behind in popular balloting, apparently faded when late 
California returns put Truman in front in that state.

Cite Depression Policy 
"When the depression set in, the 
bank sold most of the corporation 
bonds in it* vault so that, it could 
concentrate on lending 'operating' 
money to its customers in Benders­ 
ville (population 400) and to farmers 
within a radius of five or ten miles, 
who together, account for most of 
its business. Many bankers might 
have shaken their heads at such a 
‘risky1 step, but 
the 
Bendersville 
board of directors decided that they 
would rise or fall with their com­ 
munity. 
"Despitie it* liberal loan policy 
now and before thhe war, the Ben­ 
dersville bank has never had a run’, 
never had to reorganize and never 
had to issue preferred stock as so 
many small banks did to weather 
the depression. 
All through 
hard 
times it paid interest regularly on 
its deposits and only twice passed 
a dividend to its stockholders." 
Malts points out in the article 
that the step of selling corpora­ 
tion bonds proved finally to be very 
profitable to the bank 
If it had 
held on to the bonds It would event­ 
ually have lost $75,000 on them. 
Not Always Rosy 
Tile Country Gentleman author 
point* out that "Although Kuhn 
didn’t start to work at the bank 
until 1919, he has had better op­ 
portunity than most to know its 
history from the beginning. Doctor 
Stover, the 
founder, 
interview’ed 
six applicants for the job with the 
bank in 1919 and twice wrote to 
the Business College at Lancaster, 
where Kuhn was enrolled asking 
him to take the job.
